will naturally be involved, including the negociations 
between that power and Turkey.

Domestic Intelligence. 

The Governor of New-York has issued a procla- 
mation, recommending the observance of the first 
Thursday in December, as a day of Thanksgiving 
and Prayer. 

The New-Yorkers have generally returned to their 
business and homes, and the city is restored to its 
usual health, and general activity of business bustle. 

The Great Canal is now navigable from the Ge- 
nessee river to Schoharie creck, a distance of 200 
miles! and is expected to be opened to Schenecta- 
dy, 53 miles further, this season. 








New-Jersey.——Vhe J egislature will probably be 
occupicd a week or two longer before the session 
closes.

A motion has also becn brought forward to es- 
tablish Tread-Mills in the different prisons of that 
state. 

The famous Racers.—The sporting community 
may be curious to know the pedigree of the two ra 
cers which are to run the great match race this 
day at Washington City, and on which such large 
sums Of money are risked. These two horses, 
though coming from different quarters of the coun- 
try, we understand, are cousins, being both grand- 
sons to the celebrated English horse Diomed, im- 
ported and owned by Col Miles Selden, of Va— 
Diomed was the sire of Duroc and of Sir Archy, 
both, in their day, first rate racers in Virginia.— 
Duroc was carried to the North and became the 
sire of Lclifse-—Sir Archy remained in the South, 
and was the sire of Sir Charles. 

A stage was lately unset in Ohio, and the drivet 
and several passengers badly bruised. A singular 
circumstance attending the accident was, that one 
of the passengers, a woman, was in pursuit of het 
husband, who had eloped trom her, and the stage 
having just overtaken him, travelling on foot, when 
the accident occurred, he was the first to help het 
up when thrown on the road.
